UNSTAMPED RECEWTS 


Rent Collector Who Was 
Paid in Small Sums ° 


A rent collector, Chan Chik, of 139 
Caine Road, was summoned before 
Mr. R. A.D, Forrest’ at the Central 
Magistracy yesterday, on elght count: 
for falling to amp rent receipts for 
sums exceeding $20 received by him 


from tenants between April and No- 
vember last year, 


Mr. M. A. da Silva uppeared for 
the defence, and Dete ctlve-Sergeant 
R. Grainger, of the Colonial Trén- 
sury, prosecuted, 


Pleading: in mitigation, Mr. S'lva 
sald he could preduce the counter- 
foils of the reecipts, showing that tke 
amounts had been paid on vorlous 
dat:s and not in Jump sums. He had 
other reecipts to prove that when 
bayment of rent was made [na lump 
sum a stamped reeeipt was always: 

en, The tenants to whom the rent 
receipts were given were bad ten- 
ants from the point of view of pay- 
ment, and were far from punctual, 
They seldom poid in lump sums. For 
four months, they had been in ar- 
rears, and a distraint had. been fssucd 
against them in December, When 
the distraint wag issued, the tenants, 
apparently out of revenge, took the 
receipts to the Stamp office. The 
issulng of the Tece’pts without stamps 
was a misunderstanding on the part 
of the defendant, * 


No Deliberate Dishonesty 


His Worship agreed that it was 
easy for a perton not versed In the 
law to make a mistake. He sugtgest- 
ed, however, that in cages where 
small payments of oa big sum were 
made at different dates, separate re- 
ce:pts for each sum received should 
be gven.

T WOULD be difficult, in the 

annals of human folly, to 
discover anything: quite so fan- 
tustic as the present prodigious 
squandering of the wealth of 
nitions on the creation of in- 
struments for their mutual 
destruction, 

Hardly a week passes but the 
report comes from one quarter 
or another of new outlays, fresh 
burdens and growing budget 
deficits, 

Last year, according to the 
League of Nations’ Armaments 


Year Book, the aggregate world | 


expenditure on armaments was 
estimated at £2,400,000,000, a 


figure which probably: errs, if! 


anything, on the low side. At 
the existing rate of expansion it 
ean only be a matter of.a year 
or two till the £83,000,000,000 
mark ‘is reached, , : 
Even in 1982, before the 
armaments. race began, the 
world expenditure, at £1,300,- 
000,000, wag already sufficiently 
colossal, yet to-day we look back 
upon it 2g an ideal to which we 
would all of us only too gladly 
return if we could. That, un- 
happily, is more than we dare 
hope. But no one can refrain 
from asking himself how much 
longer the nations can’ go on 


standing not only the material | 


but the psychological strain. 

Among the curious features 
of the mad armaments race is 
that the nations which are 
always complaining of their 
“poverty” are the very ones 
which have chosen the role of 
pacemaners in rearmament. 
Great Britain, who can afford a 
good deal, lagged far behind in 
the race till she was forced into 
it by the rapid armaments ¢x- 
pansion of ‘some of the soi, 
distant “have-nots.” 

Germany,. the biggest pacc- 
maker of them all, ig a country 
of whose Inck of resources her 
rulers ‘ure constantly reminding 
the people. Japan, the poorest 
of them all, is the country 
which is always standing for 
larger and © more expensive 
battleships. 

In the cise of Germany the 
ingenuity of Dr, Scharht has 
succecded in shrouding the 
public finances in a veil of com- 
plete mystery. No one knows 
the total amount of the re- 
venues, or the amount of public 
borrowing, or how much from 
cither source is spent on arma- 
ment. But we have it from the 
Nazis that they wilt never 
tolerate material ‘hindrance to 
the execution of their “great 
economic tusks” arising from 
any kind of brenkdown. of 
financing. : .

House of Lords recently allowed 
the appeal of a workman who, by 
a Court of Appeal decision, had been 
dented compensation for the loss of a 
hand, 


Appealing as « poor person, David 
John Harris, of Eynsford-rond, 
Greenhithe, Kent, asked the House 
to reverse a Court of Appeal 
Judgment affirming the decision of 
Judge Konstam, at Dartford County 
Court, in favour of his employers, 
Associated Portland Cement Manu- 
facturers Ltd. 


While nt work Harris had to stand 
in water, and wore leggings made of 
sacking, He and the other men were 

, Ullowed to dry thelr’ leggings at an 
electric fan. Harris put his leggings 
so neur the’ fan that they and his 
hand were drawn in. His hand had 
to be amputated. 


Judge Konstam had held: that 
Marris acted with xtreme rashness, 
and that there was nothing In his 
contract of employment which obliged 
him to put his hand near the fan. 


Giving judgment, Lord Atkin said 
a workman's negligence Jn doing his 
job was one of the most fruitful 
causes of injury. If it would in any 
degree preclude compensation the 
benefits of the Act would be seriously 
impaired. 


Lord Thankerton, Lord Macmillan 
and Lord Wright delivered Judgments 
agreeing with Lord Atkin. 


Lord Russell of Killowen, In ‘n dis- 
senting Judgment, agreed with the 
view of the Court of Appeal that the 
judgment should not be disturbed. 


The case wns remitted to the

World Burden 


WOULD be difficult, in the 

annals of human folly, to 
discover anything quite so fan- 
tastic as the present prodigious 
squandering of the wealth of 
nitions on the creation of in- 
struments for their 
destruction. 

Hardly a week passes but the 
report comes from one quarter 
cor another of new outlays, fresh 
burdens and vrowing = budyret 
deficits. 

Lust year, according to the 
League of Nations’ Armaments 
Year Book, the aggregate world 
expenditure on armaments was 
estimated at £2,400,000,000, a 
fiyure which probably errs, if 
anything, on the low side. At 
the existing rale of expansion it 
ean only bea -matter of a_year 
or two till the £8,000,000,000 
mark is reached, . 

Even in 1982, before the 
‘armaments race began, the 
world expenditure, at £1,300,- 
000,000, was already ‘sufficiently 
colossal, yet to-day we look back 
upon it as an ideal to which we 
would all of us only too gladly 
return if we could. That, un- 
happily, is more than we dare 
hope. But no one can refrain 
from asking himself how much 
longer the nations can go on 
standing not only the material 
but the psychological strain. 

Among the curious features 
of the mad armaments race is 
that the nations which are 
always complaining of their 
“poverty” are the very ones 


which have chosen the role of: 
rearmament. | 


pacemuners — in 
Great Britain, who oan afford .a 
good deal, Jagged far behind in 
the race till she was forced into 
it by the rapid armaments ¢x- 
pansion of some of the soi- 
distant “have-nots.” 

Germany, the biggest pace- 
maker of them all, is a country 
of whose lack of resources her 
rulers are constantly reminding 
the people, Japan, the poorest 
of them all, is the country 
which is always standing for 
larger and more expensive 
battleships. : 

In the o1se of Germany the 
ingenuity of Dr. Scharht has 
succecded in shrouding the 
.Dublic finances in a veil of com- 
plete. mystery. No one knows 
the total amount of the re- 
wenues, or the amount of public 
borrowing, or how much from 
either source is spent on arma- 
ment. But we have it from the 
Nazis. that they will. never 
tolerate material hindrance to 
the execution of their “great 
economic tasks’ arising from 
any kind of ‘breakdown of 
financing. te

mic. tasks” Is, of cduraé, that of

So are their Interests, The am- 
bitious = youn -Corsizan—like a2 
young man named Bonaparte in 
his day—goes to France to finda 
career.

House of Lords recently allowed 
the appeal of a workman who, by 
a Court of Appeal decisiog, had been 
denied compensation for the loss of a 
hand. 


Appealing as 1 poor person, David 
John Harris, of | Eynsford-road, 
Greenhithe, Kent; asked the House 
to reverse a Court of Appeal 
judgment affirming the decislon of 
Judge Konstam, at Dartford County 
Court, in {favour of his employers, 
Associated Portland Cement Manu- 
facturers Ltd, 


While at work Harris had to stand 
in water, and wore leggings mode of 
sacking. He and the other men were 
allowed to dry thelr leggings at an 
electric fan. Harris put his leggings 
so near the fan that they and his 
hand were drawn in. His hand had 

: to be amputated. 


Judge Konstarn had held that 
Harris acted with extreme rashness, 
and that there was nothing In his 
contract of employment which obliged 
him to put his hand near the fan, 


Giving judgment, Lord Atkin said 
a workman's negligence in doing his 
job was one of the most fruitful 
causes of Injury, If it would In any 
degree preclude compensation the 
benefits of the Act would be serjously 
impaired, ; 


Lord Thankerton, Lord Macmillan 
and Lord Wright delivered judgments 
agreeing with Lord Atkin, 


Lord Russell of Killowen, in a dis- 
senting judgment, agreed with the

TROOPS REFUTED 


War Office Issues Statement 
On Campaign In Palestine 


LONDON, Jan. 9. 


WITH A VIEW to ending the “campaign of. lying 
and exaggerated propaganda” by hostile persons and 
organisations about the atrocities of British troops in 
Palestine, the War Office to-day issued a detailed descrip- 
tion of the real situation in Palestine, with details of the 
actual measures taken to deal with it. aan 


The statentent says ‘ that 
throughout the country there is 
probably not more than 1,000 to 
1,500 permanent active rebels. 
There are no major leaders con- 
trolling 2 number of gangs, and 
the ‘minor leaders are almost 
completely independent, and are 
often at open enmity with each 
other, 

Thus there is no standing armed 
force against which troops can inet, 
nor ‘a central organisation whose 
destruction would cause the rebellion 
to collapse. 

The situation is further complicated 
by the emeryence of an Arab anti- 
rebel pang, who wish to take revenpe 
on the supporters of the rebel terror, 


IDENTIFICATION DIFFICULT |

It was observed 
that an answer at the present time 
was considered “inopportune = in 
view of the prevailing conditions,” 
and this is considered a’ direct 
admlssion of Japan’s policy towards 
the United States .to depend upon 
congres“ional action regarding the 
Neutrality Act and the natlonal 
defence ' programme.—United Press.

World Burden 


WOULD be difficult, in the 

annals of human folly, to 
discover anything quite so fan- 
lustic as the present prodigious 
squandering of the wealth of 
nitions on the creation of in- 
struments for their mutual 
destruction, 

Hardly a week passes but the 
report comes from one quarter 
or another of new outlays, fresh 
burdens and growing budget 
deficits. 

Last year, according to the 
League of Nations’ Armaments 
Year Book, the aggregate world 
expenditure on armaments was 
estimated at £2,400,000,000, a 
figure which probably erts, if 
anything, on the low side. At 
the existing rate of expansion it 
ean only be a matter of a year 
or two till the £3,000,000,000 

‘mark is reached, 

Even in 1932, before the 
armaments race began, the 
world expenditure, at £1,300,- 
000,000, was already sufficiently 
colossal, yet to-day we look back 
upon it as an ideal to which we 
would all of us only too gladly 
return if we could. That, un- 
happily, is more than we dare 
hope. But no one can refrain 
from asking himself how much 
longer the nations can go on 
standing not only the material 
but the psychological strain. 

Among the curious features 

of the mad armaments race is 
that the nations which are 
always complaining of their 
“poverty” are the very: ones 
“which have chosen the role of 
pacemaners in rearmament. 
Great Britain, who oan afford a 
good deal, lagged far behind in 
the race till she was forced into 
it by the rapid armaments ex- 
pansion of some of the soi- 
distant “have-nots.” 

Germany, the biggest pacc- 
maker of them all, is a country 
of whose lack of resources her 
rulers are constantly reminding 
the people. Japan, the poorest 
of them all, is the country 
which is always standing for 
larger and more expensive 
battleships, 

In the case of Germany the 
ingenuity of Dr. Scharht has 
‘succeeded in shrouding the 
public finances in a veil of com- 
plete mystery. No one knows 
the total amount of the re- 
venues, or.the amount of public 
borrowing, or how much from 
either sourco {s spent on arma- 
ment, ' But we have it from the 
Nazis that. they will never 
tolerate” material hindrance to 
the execution of thelr “great 
economic tasks” arising from

‘Its people were “Itallans”: at 
any rate spoko Itallon, Unity 
would not be complete until they 
came “home to Itmz.” 

Ttallan nationalism has never 
really renounced that ambition, 
though policy has often imposed 
silence about it, 

Language and history are its 
basis. It hos -only one flaw. 
Which Is that the people of Corsica 
have not the slightest desire to be- 
come Italtans, 

What Itailans call the French 
conquest was for them o Ubcra- 
tlon {from Genoese oppression. 
Anyway, they have been French 
now for nearly two centuries. 
Thelr language fs still Italian, but, 
all thelr feeling and all thelr 
loyalty are for France, : 

So are their interests. The am- 
bitious young Corsisan—lItke a
